fore the curtain goes up and know 
what the play is about.

A stranger came into my office 
about two month ago (he went on) 
and said he had heard of me being 
a collector of old U. S., so while 
he was up from St. Louis he came 
in to get acquainted. I made him 
welcome, of course, and after a bit 
he said he had a pretty fine lot of 
these stamps, and would I like to 
see ’em and maybe buy ’em.

Talked kinder funny 
when I spoke of price and I began 
to prick up my ears. Finally I 
asked if he had any more and he 
hesitates a little and says “Right 
now, no, but I can get plenty more 
I think. How would you like to 
have a lot of ’em and control the 
source of supply?” I licked my lips 
a little and told him I sure would 
like it, but maybe the price would 
be too rich for my blood. We give 
and take a while and at last he 
decides he has me hooked, and he 
comes out and tells me they are 
all fakes. Says he made the differ- 
ent dyes and can make all the 
stamps he wants. 

I jumped him about the paper 
and the cancellations and he tells 
me he is a printer and that several 
years ago he had run across a lot 
of the old paper and has enough to 
make about ten thousand stamps. 
Says he makes the ink and cancel- 
ling ink himself. I put the glass 
on the paper and it sure looks all 
right, so I act hungry and tell him 
to get down to business.

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BRITISH GUIANA CENTENARY 
STAMPS 


Issue on Sale from July 21 
Five Denominations Printed 


Mr. George S. Chapman gives me 

the following information on the 
interesting set of commemoratives 
celebrating the 100th anniversary 
of the establishment of British 
Guiana. 
-“Postmasters and other Post 
Office issuing officers of the British 
Guiana Post Office are being ad- 
vised that the Department is about 
to issue to them five special British 
Guiana Centenary Postage and 
Revenue stamps. The stamps are 
to be placed on sale at all Post 
Offices on the 21st July, 1931, and 
will remain on sale until the supply, 
which is limited to one print only, 
is exhausted. As the 2lst July, 
1931, is a Public holiday, special ar- 
rangements will be made at the 
General Post office, Georgetown, 
for the sale of the Centenary 
Stamps and also for the registra- 
tion of letters, from 7 a. m. to 10 
a.m. No stamps can, under any 
circumstances, be issued before the 
morning of the 21st July, 1931. 
The issue is being permitted to be 
sold in London to dealers by the 
Crown Agents on and from the 
same date. 

The printing of the following de- 
nominations and numbers of 
stamps has been arranged:— 


One cent, — 420,000 printed in 
sheets of 120 stamps, 200 sheets in 
each packet, numbered 1 to 200. 


Two cents,—5,000,000, printed in 
sheets of 120 stamps, 200 sheets in 
each packet, numbered 1 to 200. 


Four cents,—600,000, printed in 
sheets of 120 stamps, 200 sheets in 
each packet, numbered 1 to 200. 


Six cents—240,000, printed in 
sheets of 120 stamps, 200 sheets in 
such packet, numbered 1 to 200. 


One dollar—24,000, printed in 
sheets of 120 stamps, 200 sheets in 
each packet, numbered 1 to 200. 


During the sale of the new Cen- 
tenary Stamps of the 1, 2, 4 and 6 
cent denominations, the present 
stamps of these denominations will 
be withdrawn from sale except in 
the case of these stamps in booklet 
form, the sale of the present stamp 
booklets being continued. 

The dollar stamps will be similar 
in design to the approved design 
for the four cent stamps showing 
a view of the Kaieteur Falls. Other 
details of the designs and colors 
of the stamps are not yet available, 
but will be made known as soon as 
possible. Any application for the 
new Centenary stamps which may 
be made by post, should be ad- 


dressed to the Postmaster General, 
Georgetown, British Guiana, and 
the remittance to cover cost should 
include an amount sufficient to 
cover return postages and registra- 
tion fee, and should be made only 
by means of Postal Orders or 
Money Orders. Cash, Notes or 
Cheques should not be remitted.

Mr. Monroe 
told me a clever society story of 
his day, but I am quite sure it 
would not be printed in these mod- 
ern days, so we will close the in- 
terview. Just say for me that I 
am greatly pleased that my country 
again reposes enough confidence in 
me to allow me to carry the mail, 
and that I shall never betray that 
trust.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 





RED CROSS PLATE NUMBERS 
By Ralph A. Kimble 
Chapter VII 


The big news this week is that 
four entirely new plate numbers 
have been reported, making a total 
of twenty-four black plates and 
twenty red plates known to have 
been used thus far. The second 
fifty million of these stamps has 
evidently been printed at least in 
part, and the new plates are start- 
ing to be used. If you are keeping 
your files of Linn’s Weekly (as I 
hope you are) you can refer to my 
article in the June 4th number. 
Here was listed all plates which 
have been prepared for the Red 
Cross stamp, both those used and 
those which up to that time had not 
been used. 

Furthermore, we have had re- 
ported two more of the three miss- 
ing ones mentioned last week, or a 
total of 399 of the possible 400 on 
the original list. Of course with 
these four new black plates there 
are possible an additional 80 com- 
binations if they are used with all 
the known twenty red plates, so 
our hunt is broadened to 480 va- 
rieties instead of 400.

ing 51 yet to be reported. Who will 
be first in with the news? 

There is still one combination of 
the old original 400 that has never 
been reported. That is 20468- 
20501. Has anyone seen it? The 
situation as it stands today then 
is this: twenty-four black plates 
have been sent to press. Twenty 
red ones have also been used. That 
makes a possible total of 480 dif- 
ferent number combinations. Of 
these we have had reported (in- 
cluding the above list) 420 leaving 
60 combinations yet to be reported. 
Fifty-nine of these are combina- 
tions using the four starred black 
plates above. The odd one we 
mentioned in this paragraph. 

Now just another bit of news: in 
all probability there will be still 
another four black plates and 
probably eight more red _ plates 
used. These were mentioned in our 
June 4th list. Be on the watch for 
them and write in to me whenever 
you see a new combination. 

One minor variety has been re- 
ported. It is a scratch clear across 
the face of the stamp from right 
to left on the 46th stamp on the 
left pane of black plate No. 20437. 
Has anyone else seen this? Mr. D. 
W. Mellen, Jr., is credited with the 
report. 

This department has created a 
vast amount of interest judging 
from the hundreds of letters we 
have received, and it is evident 
how much we can help each other 
through such cooperation. In no 
other way would we ever get a 
complete record of these numbers, 
or know what ones had ever been 
used. Keep the good work up!

The youth, a stamp lover with 
insufficient finances to make it pos- 
sible for him to buy an expensive 
collection, was connected with many 
thefts of rare stamps in the city, 
police declared. 

Amateur detective work by Paul 
W. Savage, newspaper photogra- 
pher, was responsible for the iden- 
tification of the suspected thief 
and the recovery of the stamps. 

One stamp alone was worth $85, 
police said. 

Investigation into the _ stojen 
stamp racket in Worcester and the 
recovery of hundreds of dollars 
worth of stamps was due to the 
suspicions of Savage, who is an 
authority on valuable stamps. 

Savage, viewing the collection of 
a friend several days ago, was sur- 
prised to find an almost extinct 
stamp, an excellent specimen, in 
the latter’s collection. 

Savage went to the Worcester 
Historical Society’s collection, 
where the only one of this type he 


knew about was in the association’s 
collection, and found it missing. He 
also discovered that a quantity of 
others were missing from the his- 
torical society’s safe. 

Checking up, he learned from the 
friend where it had been bought, 
and the detectives, called into the 
case today, picked up the young 
collector. 

Police learned that other thefts 
had been committed in the city re- 
cently in addition to those at the 
historical society. 

A collection in the hands of a 
downtown bank had been looted of 
some stamps, and other stamps had 
been stolen from the American 
Antiquarian Society. 

Several weeks ago, it was 
learned, the same youngster “lift- 
ed” three stamps from the latter 
association and was 'picked up at a 
bank where he was trying to make 
a sale. At that time the society 
decided not to prosecute, being 
satisfied at the return of the prop- 
erty. 

The student’s method had been 
according to the police, to repre- 
sent himself as a collector desiring 
to look over the stamps. At a time 
when no one would be observing 
him, he helped himself to rare and 
precious stamps. 

District Court probation officials 
were given his case after he had 
been questioned by the police, and 
he is to be arranged later in the 
Juvenile Court on larceny charges.

’'LL TELL YOU WHY 


My son, there is nothing so mys- 
teriously funny as an advertise- 
ment. The prime, first, last, and 
all-the-time object of an advertise- 
ment is to draw custom. It is not, 
was not, and never will be designed 
for any other human purpose. So 
the stamp dealer waits till the busy 
season comes and his mail is so 
full of orders that he can’t get his 
hat off, and then he rushes in ad- 
vertising copy to all the stamp 
papers and goes in for plenty ad- 
vertising. 

When the dull season comes 
along and there is little trade and 
he wants to sell his goods so badly 
he can’t pay his rent, he stops 
advertising. That is, some of them 
do, but occasionally a levelheaded 
stamp dealer does more advertis- 
ing and scoops in all the business, 
while his competitors are making 
ei to pay the electric light 
bill. 


There are times when you could 
not stop collectors from buying 
everything in your shop if you 
planted a cannon behind the door, 
and that’s the time the advertise- 
ment is sent out upon its mission. 
It makes light work for the adver- 
tising, for a chalk sign on the side- 
walk could do all that was needed 
and have a half-holiday six days 
in the week; but who wants to 
favor an advertisement? They are 
built to do hard work, and should 
be sent out in the dull days when 
a collector has to be knocked down 
with hard facts, and kicked insens- 
sible with bankrupt reductions and 
dragged in with irresistible slaugh- 
ter of prices and other inducements 
before he will spend a cent. 

That’s the aim and end of ad- 
vertising, my son, and if you ever 
start in the stamp business don’t 
try to get them to come when your 
mail is so heavy it takes an extra 
carrier to serve you, but give them 
your advertisement right between 
the eyes in the dull season, and you 
will wax rich and own a fast horse, 
and perhaps be able to smoke a 
good cigar once or twice a year. 

Write this down where you'll fall 
over it every day. The time to 
draw business is when you want 
business, and not when you have 
more business than you can attend 
to already. 


A DEALER’S Numerous at- 
MAGAZINE tempts to produce 

a publication ex- 
clusively for the trade have been 
made in this country. None have 
as yet succeeded to the point where 
they have become established and 
accepted as representative of the 
dealers of America. 

Another such attempt is now to 
be made. This time with the 
approval of the American Stamp 
Dealers’ Association. The new pub- 
lication will be published by The 
Westchester Stamp Co., of New 
Rochelle, N. Y. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 
wants to wish the venture success, 
yet, knowing something about the 
printing business and something 
about the publishing business as 
well as something about the stamp 
business, we can only stand by and 
wait, to see if the backers of this 
propostiion are able to put it 
across. Any attempt on our part 
at a frank discussion of the matter 
would not help the situation and we 
have no desire to be accused of 
throwing wrenches. 


DO THEY One thought that 
WANT IT comes to our mind in 

the first consideration 
of a dealer’s publication is, “do they 
want it”. This we know can be 
answered in both the negative and 
the affirmative. There are certain 
dealers who want such a publica- 
tion for strictly business reasons 
while there are dealers who for the 
same reasons, probably de not want 
such a publication.

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It has always been the belief of 
some dealers, especially the av- 
erage retail trader that dealers 
wholesale quotations should not be 
placed in papers going to collectors, 
while on the other hand there are 
such a vast number of vest pocket 
dealers, club members, traders, and 
the like who buy ten of this, ten of 
that and carry on business by con- 
tact at the stamp club and in their 
own set, who do buy from the 
wholesale offers of dealers who 
publish their offers through the 
collectors’ papers or from dealers 
who broadcast their wholesale cat- 
alogues to any man who asks for 
them, that the loss of this trade 
will not be looked upon with favor 
by those dealers. 

Doubtless both classes of dealers 
would benefit most by closely re- 
stricting the distribution of whole- 
sale prices and making every at- 
tempt to keep the quotations strict- 
ly in the hands of legitimate deal- 
ers. As much as we believe this 
would be beneficial in the long run, 
we do not believe that such a situ- 
ation will ever become the rule 
in the stamp trade. 


RED CROSS INVERT 





An over enthusiastic individual 
or possibly a jokester submitted a 
Red Cross stamp, stating that it 
was with inverted cross. While 
gazing at the stamp in question, 
trying to think of what reason the 
owner might have for thinking it 
an invert cross, the thought came 
to mind as to how one could tell 
an inverted red cross if it actually 
appeared. 

It must be recognized that al- 
ready this red cross has been found 
floating all over the upper left 
corner of the stamp, approaching 
as low down as to rest in the palm 
of the nurse and so far to the 
right as to cover part of her face. 
If an invert should occur it should 
place the cross in the lower right 
corner of the stamp, yet even with 
the cross in this position it would 
not necessarily be an invert. The 
cross as it is with four equal sides, 
could be in any position on the 
stamp due to improper register and 
yet not be inverted. 

The only proof of an invert will 
have to be found in the inversion of 
the plate numbers and other marks 
on the margins of the sheets, 
therefore if fortune smiles on you 
with a sheet of invert Red Crosses, 
best be careful about tearing them 
apart until the stamps can be sep- 
arated in the presence of witnesses 
and a pedigree applied to each 
copy in order that it may for all 
time be recognized as an invert.

POSTAL REFORMS OF OTHER 
DAYS 


About 1889 the postmaster of St. 
Louis, Mo., induced a local electric 
road to put on a street railway 
post office. Mail intended for de- 
livery was taken out in the car, 
which passed the shipping door of 
the post office, was sorted in tran- 
sit, and handed out at sub-stations 
on the 18 mile route, or handed di- 
rect to carriers. Similarly, matter 
intended for mailing was prepared 
inside the car on the inward trip 
for dispatch as soon as it reached 
the post office. This departure not 
only expedited the mail handled 
from three to five hours but les- 
sened the number of carriers so 
that they could be released for ex- 
tra collections. 

A house letter box experiment 
was tried in St. Louis also which 
consisted of boxes for delivery and 
collection of letters with a disk 
which showed when the patrons 
had a letter for the carrier to 
take. A given carrier route was 
supplied with boxes and in three 
months it was shown that the 
carrier was able to collect mail 
from every box where mail had 
been deposited for collection and 
make his regular deliveries be- 
cause formerly he had to lose 
a quarter of his time for people to 
answer doorbells, talk with people 
on topics of no consequence, or be 
delayed in other ways. Four times 
as many letters were collected than 
were formerly collected from the 
street letter boxes. This increase 
was partly attributable to the fact 
that many letters formerly writ- 
ten at home and dropped down 
town were left in the home letter 
box. Unquestionably the new fa- 
cility caused more letters to be 
written because of the handiness 
of the box. This helped increase 
revenue. There was also an in- 
crease of stamps_ purchased 
through the carriers as it was cus- 
tomary to give the carrier an en- 
velope with money in for the pur- 
chase of stamps who would return 
it less the two cents required for 
postage. They were afraid to drop 
such letters in the old street let- 
ter box for fear of others doing 
the same thing and make too great 
temptation for thieves to rob the 
boxes. 

Other places used what was 
called a “check on liars” letter box. 
Many men especially layed the de- 
lay of letters to the P. O. Depart- 
ment. This box had a clock which 
was guaranteed to keep correct 
time and on back of the clock was 
a “check on liars” device which 
stamped where the letter was 
posted and time of day and year. 
The husband could not then blame 
the post office for delay when he 
carried his wife’s letters around 
several days in his pocket.

Delivery several stage lines pass-

CANADA STAMP TAX 


Latest information from Canada 
in regard to increased postage 
rates is that the increase is in the 
form of a tax of one cent on each 
letter, this includes air mail let- 
ters also so that the air mail rate 
instead of being 5c is 5c plus Ic 
tax. This increase is in the form 
of a tax on the letter because while 
the rate for a single letter will 
hereafter be 6c, a letter of double 
weight which has formerly been 
5e for the first ounce and 10c for 
each extra ounce will now carry 
a rate of 6c for the first ounce and 
10c for each succeeding ounce. 

On July 1, when the tax went 
into effect it is said that 25,000 
letters went through the Toronto 
office with 2c postage only and that 
double tax was collected on these 
letters. At the same time many 
Toronto people placed 3c stamps 
on letters for local delivery where- 
as the rate for such letters remains 
as formerly, 2c per letter. 


The Michigan Stamp Club 400th 
meeting held at Amherstburg, On- 
tario, on July 4 was commemorat- 
ed by a cachet applied to envelopes 
and mailed from Amherstburg on 
that date.
